Other Plans Offensive, 
Rome Dictator Tells 
His Ministers. 


FATE OF MALMGREN 
AGAIN IS DISCUSSED 


Rescued Man Had Clothing 
and Compass of Dead ° 
Scientist, Is Report. 


Rome, July 23 (A.P.).—As soon as 
everything humanely possible had been 
done to find the still missing members 
of the dirigible Italia, a complete in- 
vestigation into all phases of the polar 
disaster will be made by Italy, Premier 
Mussolini informed the council of min- 
isters today. 

Such inquiry, the premier declared, 
“will naturally be made in Italy and by 
Italian personalities. Any other hy- 
pothests is absurd and offensive, and 
whatever it might be and wherever the 
proposition came from, it would im- 
mediately be rejected.” 

The Italian premier protested against 
the “antihuman and anti-Italian wave 
which has struck the participants in 
the unfortunate enterprise,” and de- 
clared that definte judgment on the 
expedition must wait until “the drama 
arrived at its epilogue.” 

The premier was indignant in de- 
scribing those who have criticized the 
actions of the rescued men of the 
Italia, saying that their utterances re- 
called “the mfserable slackers of war 
time who, in cafes, in safety, without 
a shade of shame, spoke ill of how the 


battle was faring.” 
Mariano Is Recovering. 


Capt. Alfredo Mariano is recovring 
normally from the operation for the 
amputation of part of his right leg and 
his morale is “very good,” says an 
official communique from the Citta di 
Milano received here tonight. 

The operation was performed July 
20, before the Citta di Milano left Kings 
Bay with the survivors of the Italia 
expedition. 

Capt. Mariano suffered from a frozen 
foot as a member of the Italia’s “walk- 
ing party” that left the main group of 
survivors near Foyn Island in an effort 
to reach land.

Disaster to Explorer's Boat 


Three Enormous Waterspouts and Triple Rainbow 


Seen by Isle Royal Archeological Expedition on 


Lake Michigan—Water Shot High in Air. 


Sturgeon Bay, Wis., July 23 (A.P.).— 
Three waterspouts and a triple rainbow 
nearly spelled disaster to the yacht 
Naroca of the Isle Royale Archeological 
Expedition, it was learne’ today in a 
dispatch to the Associated Press from 
Commander Eugene F. MacDonald, 
polar explorer. 3 

The commander of the Naroca re- 
ported late Sunday that while on Lake 
Michigan, five miles northeast of She- 
boygan, “in the van of a storm of un- 
usual darkness and intensity with a 50- 
mile wind, the three waterspouts whirl- 
ed down simultaneously upon the 
yacht, one to the port bow, one to the 
starboard and a third dead ahead. 

“Two of them crossed the Naroca’s 
bow at a distance of 400 yards, the 
third moved southward and disappear- 
ed. They were 100 feet or more in di- 
ameter and the water of the lake was 
thrown up in one of them several hun- 
dred feet. 

“A triple rainbow was observed 
shortly after the storm began to clear. 

“Waterspouts in the Great Lakes re- 
gion are rare. In the 33 years of serv- 
ice on these waters, Capt. Jens Elling- 
sen of the-Naroca, has seen only one 
and that was in the same vicinity.” 

Other members of the Isle Royale Ex- 
pedition who.saw the phenomenon 
were George R. Fox, of the Warren Mu- 
seum of Michigan and an archeologist 
| specializing in the Great Lakes region; 


g 
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Dr. Alving W. La Forge, of Chicago, and 
Prof. Baker Brownell, of Northwestern 
University. None of them, with the 
exception of Capt. Ellingsen, had ever 
seen waterspouts on the Great Lakes 
before, 

“The storm which came up suddenly 
from the north was the darkest and 
kicked up the quickest sea that I have 
ever seen on the lakes,” said Com- 
mander McDonald. “While the Naroca 
p ed her way into the teeth of the 
storm, the water spouts were seen mov- 
ing down through these tunnels of 
wine. The spouts advanced for several 
miles and about 4:30 p. m., dwindled 
and disappeared. 

“A triple rainbow appeared in the 
eastern sky as the storm moved south- 
ward. The inner bow of the rainbow 
in turn showed a double spectrum. 
This could be observed from Sheboy- 
gan. Multiple rainbows of this sort are 
in themselves a rare occurence. 

“T2cause the Isle Royal expedition 
contemplates opening ancient graves 
when it beings work in the Northern 
Lage Superior region, two sailors on 
the Naroca believing that such activi- 
ties bring misfortune and bad luck 
asked to leave the ship at Sturgeon 
Bay. The sight of the water spouts, 
the escape of the ship and the triple 
rainbow appearing soon after con- 
vinced them that luck would be with 
the expedition after all and Sey have 
asked to stay on board.”

The first pronouncement by President 
| Calles after the killing of Obregon laid 
the blame for the crime upon Catholics 
generally and members of the priest- 
hood in particular.

Obregon’s slaying, was taken in some 
quarters as possibly paving the way 
for an Official staterfient withdrawing 
the sting of the recent assertion that 
the clergy were to blame for the as- 
sassination. At any rate, it served fur- 
ther to lessen the tension in Mexico 
City. 

Ominous Atmosphere Gone, 


Perhaps because of the emotional 
character of the national mourning for 
Capt. Emilio Carranza, the day was one 
almost without any trace of the omi- 
nous atmosphere that has prevailed 
since Gen. Obregon’s assassination. In 
the homecoming of the air hero, sur-

Resignation of Morones, Secretary of 
Labor, whose life has been in danger 
since the. assassination of Gen. Alvaro 
Obregon, today w2s believed to have 
lessened the general feeling of tension. 

Agrarian leaders, naming Morones as 
one of the “psychological authors” of 
the crime, had asserted that unless he 
withdrew from the government there 
would be civil warfare. 

The central committee of the region- 
al federation of labor instructed Mo- 
rones and two other labor leaders, Ce- 
lestino Casca, chief of ordnance sup- 
plies, and Eduardo Moneda, chief of 
the government printing shops, to re- 
sign. President Calles promptly accepted 
their withdrawal from his government. 

Col. Ricardo Topete, acknowledged 
leader of the Obregon national party, 
said that there was now little likell- 
hood of disturbances. 


Toral Ready t» Pay With Life. 


Toral, slayer”of Gen, Obregon, is 
ready to pay for his crime with his life 
without trial, but the government con- 
tinued firm today in its decision to 
bring the young art student before 
the civil courts. Toral refused the pro- 
tection of the amparo or writ of habeas 
corpus issued in his behalf on Friday. 
He gaid he did not want it and had 
not asked for it. 

Morones, long a political enemy of 
Gen. Obregon, explained that resigna- 
tions of the labor leaders were “for the 
purpose of avoiding every pretext that 
our permanence in office may obstruct 
the maintenance of solidarity in the 
revolutionary family.

Be Constructed Under 
$60,000 Fund. 


TO IMPROVE OTHER PARKS 


Continuation of the seawa!l of the 
Rock Creek-Potomac parkway will be 
undertaken by the office of Public Build- 


ings and Public Parks under $60,000 of 
| the park maintenance fund alloted for 


this purpose. This will make possible 
construction of approximately 400 feet 
during the present working season. 

The allotment will permit construc- 
tion of riprap foundation work, but is 
not sufficient to carry Out any part of 
the upper stone wall above mean tide 
level. While the appropriation will make 
possible the carrying of foundation work 
past the site selected for the Titanic 
Memorial, it was explained that while 
the foundation would be protected from 
e7osion by ordinary water levels of the 
Potomac River, it was not considered 
wise to permit placement of the finished 
memorial on the site until all the 
abutting sea wall is completed 

There is the possibility that if the 
memorial were placed after partial con- 
struction of the sea wall, high water 
might overflow the foundation walls 
and undermine the memorial. 

Besides the seawall work allotment, 
it was announced that of the $275,000 
in the appropriaton bill allowed for 
ordinary care and maintenance in 
parks, $30,000, will be used for aug- 
mentation of recreational facilities in 
the parks, $5,000 for building struc- 
tures, and $5,000 for improvement and 
maintenance of the East Potomac Park 
tourist camp. 

Other work to be carried on during 
the present seasOn includes improve- 
ment of Meridian Hill Park under a 
specific allotment of $100,000; work on 
Anacostia Park under an appropriation 
of $25,000, and improvement of Sher- 
man Circle at the intersection of Illi- 
nois and Arkansas avenues and De- 
catur street, under a $10,000 allotment. 
The latter work will consist of laying 
concrete walks across the circle.

place as national committeeman "at 
Kansas City. 

Pickett said he had declared the as- 
sembly adjourned shortly before the 
deputy arrived. He declared Davis had 
talked with him on the telephone Sat- 
urday and suggested a meeting be 
called. 

“I told him that I would think it 
over and let him know,” Pickett said. 
“I heard yesterday of the meeting and 
came down. In my opinion it was 
called without authority and on Davis’ 
own volition.”

Thomas Edmo, 90 years old, stood the 
rigors of the dance better than many 
of the younger braves, and was again 
proclaimed the greatest dancer of the 
reservation, an honor which he has 
long held. .

The entire Chen- 
ey party was detained at the hospital 
until the arrival of Prince Georges 
County Policeman Frank Prince, who 
ordered that Cheney be detained for the 
Maryland authorities as soon as he 
recovers. 

According to Prince, the two cars 
came together with a terrific impact, 
and the Cheney car, a light sport coupe, 
turned over. It slid on its side for 50 
feet and struck a telegraph pole, he 
said. 

Gedeon’s clothing almost was torn 
from his body, and Cheney's shoe was 
pulled from his foot and left in the 
car.

MANAGEMENT OF DRIVE

Alabama Leader, Called Vote 
Winner, Is Returning 
After Conference.

Horace Mann, now practicing law 
here, but formerly of Tennessee, and 
more or less a newcomer t& politics, is 
the real Southern Republican field gen- 
eral, it was revealed yesterday. No an- 


mouncement has been made concerning 
Mann's activities, a fact that further 
accentuates the mystery surrounding 
Southern Republican plans, but it de- 
velops that he is holding forth with 
extensive if not full authority from an 
Office in the Munsey Building. 

Mann has his own private office on 
the fourth floor of the building, but on 
the third the Republican national com- 
mittee has furnished him with another. 
It is to this office that the Southern 
Republican leaders are directed when 
they come up to Washington for orders, 
for counsel, and later on in the cam- 
Paisn for money. And they have been 
coming fairly regularly, mostly unsus- 
pected by the observers who have been 
watching for the arrivals and depart- 
ures around the main headquarters in 
the Barr Building. 


Management Left to States. 


The Southen situation, it is learned, 
lg being taken up State by State, and 
the management of the Southern cam- 
paign is to be left largely in’ the hands 
of the State Jeaders with no apparent 
intrusion from national headquarters. 
That there will be a direction of some 
kind from national headquarters is 
taken for granted, but the indications 
are that considerable pains will be 
taken to keep this hand hidden, or at 
least not prominently displayed. 

Mann’s activity is rather viewed in 
this light. So far as is known his is 
the only office that has been set up 
eside from the regular organization.

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Free ‘National Broadcasts 
Granted Smith and Hoover 


Spokesman for Vast Network Declares Aim Will Be 
Complete Impartiality to Candidates for Accept- 
ance Speeches for Public Interest. 


New York, July 23 (A.P.).—The ac- 
ceptance speeches of Hoover and Smith 
will be broadcast to the entire nation 
by the National Broadcasting Co. and 
associated stations as a public service 
and without cost to the candidate, it 
Was announced tonight by M. H. Ayles- 
worth, president of the N. B. C. The 
Hoover speech is to be made August 11 
and Smith’s at a date to be set by him, 
probably during the week of August 19 

“Arrgngements have been completed 
with the Republican national com- 
mittee for the National Broadcasting 
Co, and d@ssociated stations to carry the 
acceptance speech of Herbert Hoover 
from Palo Alito, Calif., on August 11, to 
radio listeners throughout the entire 
United States,” said Aylesworth. “We 
have offered the N. B. C. nation-wide 
system to the Democratic national com- 
mittee subject to the approval of a 
definite time by Gov. Smith. 

“The National Broadcasting Co.'s sys- 
tem has been offered gratuitously to 
Secretary Hoover and Gov. Smith he- 
cause the acceptance speeches are of 
national public interest. 

“The campaigns to follow utilizing 


radio broadcasting will be on the regu- 


lar charge basis and no party prefer- 
ence will be shown. 

“We fully appreciate the great im- 
portance of radio broadcasting the 
forthcoming camphign. “Regular politi- 
cal broadcasting time schedules are now 
being worked out with the party or- 
ganizations to insure fairness and im- 
partiality. 

“During the broadcasts of the Re- 
publican and Democratic national con- 
vetions and immediately thereafter, the 
National Broadcasting Co. and its asso- 
clated. stations made a nation-wide 
survey of public reaction to the politi- 
cal broadcasts. It was found that the 
public interest in the convention 
broadcasts had exceeded that of any 
event that has ever been made avalil- 
able to the entire nation through radio 
broadcasting. Courts were recessed. 
regular studies were temporarily set 
aside in many schools and auditoriums 
were turned over to crowds eager to 
hear the conventions. The ears of the 
nation were listening. 

“The broadcasting studio has taken 
the place of the political meeting room 
and the speeches will be carefully di- 
gested in the homes of the people.”

bama may be taken as the way the Re- 

ublican mind is working. Joseph O. 

omson, an Alrbama leader, is now 
returning to his State after a confer- 
ence with Mann. Thomson calls him- 
self down in Alabama an “independent 
Republican.” He bolted with Roosevelt 
in 1912 and then went over with the 
Democrats. Above all things, Thomson 
is a prohibitionist. Su the Republicans 
now plan to make much of him. They | 
are to put him up a- one of the Re- | 
publican electors in Alabama. 

His high standing in his State, his 
flopping back and forth between the 
major parties, and, most important, his 
staunch prohibition views are expected 
to attract a lot of anti-Smith votes 
It is planned, in fact, to pack the elec- 
toral slate with as many persons of 
this type as possibie. In Alabama the 
Republicans do not plan to seek any 
of the State offices. This plan applies 
only to Alabama, though. In States 
where State offices have been sought 
in the past, State tickets will, generally 
speaking, be put up this year. 

It is said the Alabama strategy was 
the making of the Alabama Republi- 
Can leaders themselves, but as evi- 
dence of the part Mann plays in the 
Southern campaign the plans were 
placed before him for approval. 


Race Separation Seen. 


In some quarters the establishment 
of Mann's office, away from the beaten 
tracks that lead to the Barr Building, 
was taken as further evidence of the 
Hoover people’s efforts to get away 
from the colored Republicanism of the 
South or at least to keep it separate 
from the new vote which the Republi- 
cans hope to attract. 

Tuere is the suggestion that Mann’s 
office is to deal solely with the new 
order of Republican things in the 
South, with the further suggestion 
that Southern Democratic bolters who 
cross his portals will not likely en- 
ae a colored Republican coming 
out. 

Mann is said to have been right ac- 
tive in Hoover’s preconvention cam- 
paign. It is recalled, now that he bobs 
up more conspicouosly, than he was 
at Kansas City with the proxy of the 
national committeewoman from Ten- 
néssee, 

Radio link-ups are not giving the 
Hoover people as much trouble as they 
are Gov. Smith, it is indicated, and the 
reason probably lies in the fact that 
in the Hoover policy of leaving nothing 
in the way of organization undone. 
there. is a radio division. It is in 
charge of O. P. Gascoigne, who was 
manager of Station WCAP before it 
was absorbed by WRC. 


Knows Radio People. 


Gascoigne knows the radio people, 
all the tricks of the radio business, 
and so is right adept at seeing that 
the Republican speakers get on the 
air. Those who used to see his dip- 
lomatic handling of the tempera- 
mentgl artists who visited the WCAP 
studio can easily understnad how he 


' might even be of service in persuad-

Albert Ottinger, attorney general of 
New York State, and probable Republi- 
can candidate for governor, also called 
on Mr. Hoover during the day. 


Claims New York for Hoover. 


“There is no doubt that Mr. Hoover 
will carry New York State,” he said. 
“Not only does the State vote prepon- 
derantly Repyblican in presidential 
years, but New York City itself, the 
Democratic stronghold, does. With the 
exception of 1912, when the Republican 
party was split, that has been the case 
for many years. 

“It’s true that Gov. Smith weyt to 
Albany in a presidential year, but his 
majority was only 115,000 as compared 
with a majority of 700,000 for President 
Coolidge. 

“The Republicans who voted for 
Smith then can be depended upon to 
stand by the party in the campaign this 
year. 

“Hoover will pile up a good majority 
in New York. His human side presents 
a strong appeal to the voters. He will 
receive a heavy ballot from voters of 
foreign extraction because of his great 
constructive and humanitarian work 
during and after the World War.” 

Ottinger has been traveling over the 
West since the Kansas City convention 
and he said that wherever he went he 
found public sentiment favorable to 
Hoover. 

A similar view was expressed by Mrs. 
Worthington Scranton, Republican na- 
tional committeewoman for Pennsyl- 
vania, who is to call on Mr. Hoover to- 
morrow. She said Washington and 
Oregon were strong for the Republican 
nominee and predicted that her own 
State would “again demonstrate its 
loyal Republicanism.”

Columbia, 8. C., July 23 (AP.).— 
South Carolinians who vote in the 
State Democratic primary are bound 
under the party oath to vote for and 
support State and national nominees 
in the general elections; but if they 
do not find it possible for any reason 
to vote in the general election the in- 
fraction will be overlooked, the Demo- 
cratic State executive committee de- 
cided today. ; 

The committee, after nearly three 
hours of debate, found itself in a 
quandary. It had voted that Chair- 
man Roach 8. Stewart, of Lancaster, 
was technically correct when he ruled 
that a voter in the primary must vote 
in the general election and must sup- 
port State and national nominees 
under the famous rule 32 of the South 
Carolina Democratic narty. It also had 
refused to adopt. a resolution making 
it the sense of the committee that liv- 
ing up to the rule by an individual 
voter was a matter for his own con- 
science. 

Then suddenly the party leaders 
found themselves with the prospect of 
another State convention on their 
hands. The Rev. O. E. Watson, of 
Columbia, editor of the South Caro- 
lina Christian Advocate, challenged the 
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committee to call the State convention 
together again to act on rule 32. A 


motion was adopted by a close margin 


ordering a convention at a date to be 
set.

Atlanta, Ga. July 23 (A.P.).—The 
Atlanta Evangelical Ministers Associa- 
tion today adopted resolutions con- 
demning the presidential candidacy of 
Gov.

You will see why truck operators 
everywhere are buying—why 
deliveries are being made at the 
rate of more than 300 a day. 
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oping a most deadly gas by creating and 
maintaining an adequate navy and an 
adequate system of national defense.” 

Every farm in the United States is a 
chemical factory, Dr. Charles A. 
Browne, of the Bureau of Chemistry 
and Soils of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, said tonight be- 
fore the institute. 

Chemical research is vital to the ad- 
vance of agriculture and to national 
prosperity, but ijt has an immense dis- 
tance yet to travel, said Dr. Browne, 
one of a group of scientists appearing 
at the sessions opening agriculture 
week at the conference. 

Lossés to agriculture and industries 
utilizing agriculture: products from 
dust explosions, spontaneous combis- 
tion and similar causes have opened 
an important sphere of work for the 
agricultural chemist. he said, adding 
that chemical engineers of the Agricul- 
tural Department have greatly reduced 
losses from these causes already by 
appliances for eliminating dust from 
threshing machines and grain elevators 
and for removing static electricity. 


Chemistry’s Growing Importance, 


When American people change their 
foods and their dress there is need of 
a readjustment in the uses which are 
made of agricultural products and by 
devising improved methods of utiliza- 
tion, he said, chemistry now is playing 
a role of imcreasing importance in 
creating new markets for agricultural 
products. 

Two fundamental principles which 
agricultural chemistry has discovered 
in one and one-half centuries, he said, 
are the law of the minimum and the 
law of diminishing returns, but these 
are general laws applying also to in- 
dustry. The last bushel in a yield of 
wheat or the last pound in the weight 
of a fattened steer, he said in illustra- 
tion, cost the most to produce and 
the last residue of impurities or the 
last traces of gold in an ore are rela- 
tively the most expensive to remove. 

“The laws of the same chemistry and 
of the same economics are operative 
both in agriculture and industry,” he 
said. “If these laws are given equal 


play in each instance, we may expect 


the same equally beneficial results.”

New York, July 23 (A.P.).—An in- 
junction sult against the General Out- 
door Advertising Co., Inc., and eight 
other defendants, alleging violation of 
the antitrust law and specific acts in 
restraint of trade, was filed by the 
Federal Government here today. 

The principal] defendant is said to 
handle $35,000,000 worth of the $75,000,- 


00: outdoor advertising business done 
annually in this country. 

The other defendants named in the 
action were National Outdoor Adver- 
tising Bureau, Inc.; Outdoor Advertis- 
ing Association of America, Inc.; Fos- 
ter & Kleiser Co., Foster & Kleiser In- 
vestment Co., Kerwin H. Fulton, 
George Johnson, George Armsby and 
George W. Kleiser. 

Mr, Fulton, president of the General 
Outdoor Advertising Co., said that the 
filing of the suit by the Department of 
Justice followed “an extended negotia- 
tion with the department concerning 
the possibility of a consent decree in 
equity. 

“In the latter stages of this negotia- 
tion,” the statement continued, “the 
department took the position that the 
company should be restricted as to cer- 
tain activities necessary in the judg- 
ment of the company to the proper 
servicing of contracts for outdoor :d- 
vertising made by the company with its 
advertiser clients. This com >iny, real- 
izing that the restrictions proposed by 
the department would render impracti- 
cable the delivery «f satisfactory serv- 
ice to us*rs of the medium and would 
seriously impair, if not destroy, the 
company’s ability to sell the medium 
in volume sufficient to support the in- 
dustry, had been unable to meet the 
terms which the department has sought 
to impose.” 

The Government alleges that an ille- 
gal monopoly was created in the or- 
ganization of the General Outdoor Ad- 
vertising Co. three years ago by the 
merger of the Thomas Cusack Co. and 
several concerns known as “The Fulton 
Group.”

NOVELIST STILL HELD

the State Hospital for mental diseases.

Hussey, writer and chemist, is being 
held in jail awaiting hearing on war- 
rants which Dr. Hussey swore out sév- 
eral days before she “surrendered” and 
told the police she had killed him and 
a woman. 

Mrs. Grace T. Sauveur, wéalthy di- 
vorcee, of Ambler, near here, for whom 
Dr. Hussey also had a warrant issued, 
is a liberty on her own recognizance. 
Mrs, Sauveur and Hussey, who were 
found late Saturday night at the home 
of a friend in New Jersey, waived ex- 
tradition and returned to Norristown 
voluntarily, asserting that they left 
simply because they knew Dr. Hussey 
was overwrought by false suspicions 
and might try to harm them. 

When Dr. Hussey was confronted in 
her cell by her husband she said, “This 
can not be my husband. I shot him, 
and I saw him fall, and then I shot the 
woman.” 

Told that Hussey and Mrs, Sauveur 
had been found and that he was in a 
cell directly above her, Mrs. Hussey 
cried out: 

“Il don't believe it. I killed him, I 
tell you. 1 saw him drop out of the 
automobile when I fired twice, and she 
dropped over. too . They're both dead.” 

Mrs, Hussey is under the care of phy- 
sicilans, and alienists have called on 


| her several times since she was placed 


in prison on Friday on the technical 
charge of carrying concealed weapons, 
Dr. Hussey is a daughter of the late 
Ismael Alvarez, minister of war for Ven- 
ezuela during the Castro administra- 
tion.

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MORONES GOES OUT. 


Luis N. Morones, minister of labor in Presi- 
dent Calles’ cabinet. has been forced to resign 


On account of the publie outcry against him 
as an enemy of the late President-elect Obre- 


zon. Morones has been the leader of a fan- 


tastic labor movement in Mexico, with strong 


bolshevik leanings, and in the clashes between 
the agrarian and labor elements Gen. Obregon 
took the side of the agrarians. Calles has 
managed to stand in the middle ground, but 
his support of Morones’ communistic labor 
schemes found no favor with Gen, Obregon 
and if the latter had lived he would have 
eliminated Morones. 

Morones has been the evil genius of the 
Calles administration. The high-handed and 
impracticable schemes of the Italian commun- 
ists, which were smashed Mussolini's fas- 
cisti, were equaled by the attempts of the 
Morones faction in Mexico to set up a labor 
dictatorship. Many Americans have suffered 
from the aggressions of Mexican labor under 
Morones’ leadership. Factories were seized, 
the owners were blackmailed, wages. were in- 
creased by labor organizations usurping thee 
place of employers, and at least one Ameri- 
can was scheduled for assassination because 
he appealed to President Calles over Mo- 
rones’ head. It has been a villainous chapter 
of misrule, for which Calles is largely to blame 
on account of his delegation of excessive power 
to the Morones clique. At the same time, 
Calles sought the solution of the land prob- 
lem, and held the confidence of Obregon by 
his vigorous agrarian policy. 

The elimination of Morones can not but 
work for the betterment of Mexican conditions, 
Some of the public excitement following the 
assassination of Obrégon was attributable to 
a belief fostered by the agrarians that Mo- 
rones was one of the conspirators against 
Obregon. Nothing has been made public which 
Warrants such a suspicion. Morones, however, 
acts wisely in going into hiding for the tims 
being. 
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THE SNAG IN RADIO REFORM. 


Any plan for reallocation promulgated by 
the Radio Commission will be based‘upon four 
principles, says Commissioner O. H. Caldwell. 
These principles are: Good radio reception: 
equal radio facilities to each zone; provisions 
for local stations; minimum upsetting of popu- 
lar stations. The first principle, good radio 
reception, is fundamental. It was to make 
available good reception that the radio con- 
trol act was passed. The second principle, 
however, equal facilities to each zone, is the 
fly in the ointment. Under rigid interpreta- 
tion of the act as amended, the éstablishment 
of equality will in effect make impossible full 
utilization of wave lengths to the best: ad- 
vantage. Provision for local stations and a 
minimum upsetting of popular stations will 
meet with general approval. But if the public 
is to obtain relief from congestion, together 
with improved reception, something must be 
done about the annoying equal facilities clause. 

Whether or not the equal facilitles feature 
is retained in the permanent radio control 
legislation that sooner or later will be enacted, 
the weeding out of stations as, undertaken by 
the commission must be completed. The so- 
called radio problem was created out of the 
rush to open new broadcasting stations. Radio 
swept to popularity over night. Industry 
realized that here was a powerful voice with 
which a great audience could be addressed. 
Station after station was put on the air until 
finally congestion resulted. Congestion can 
be relieved in one of two ways: Either a 
greater number of waves must be created or 
the number of stations using existing waves 
must be decreased. <A greater number of 
Waves can be created only by decreasing the 
Wave separation. Thus far this has not been 
practical, although some day, with improved 
equipment, it may be. Congestion, then, for 
the time being, can be relieved only by drasti- 
cally reducing the number of stations. 

In attempting such reduction in accord with 
the equal facilities provision of the amended 
act the commission has .run into all sorts of 
trouble. It is indicated that the matter even- 
tually must be threshed. out in the courts. 
Even if the power of the commission to order 
-redfictions is sustained, as seems probable, the 
fact remains that under the equal facilities 
‘clause it will not be possible to work out a 
perfect broadcasting structure.

One of the problems faced by the 
Americans, so long as Sandino was capable 
of making mischief, was the fact that terror 
would have kept many Nicataguans away from 
the polls and might have given some grounds 
for the claim that the election was not a true 
expression of the will of the people.

SCIENTIFIC STUDY OF LAW. 


Johns Hopkins University announces the 


‘establishment of an Institute for the Study of 


Law, to devote itself to research concerning 
legal problems and their social and economic 
significance. The institute will work toward 
clarification and simplifi¢ation ‘of ‘the law, train 
jurists and codifiers, and. guide writers of 
text books and thinkers upon the human effects 
of law. ‘“‘Law can not create happiness,” ac- 
cording to the announcement of the estgeblish- 
ment of the institute, “but it can promote, re- 
tard or destroy it. In the application of crim- 
inal law, in the application of the law upon 
domestic relations, in its effects upon the lives 
of children and the control and influence over 
the health of entire communities that it exerts, 
the results of obsolete or inadequate laws are 
all too obvious. Students of jurisprudence 
have pointed out that unless something is done 
to correct this rapidly increasing confusion, 
the machinery of the law may break of its own 
weight. Practicing lawyers are too busy to 
do this work. It must be done by trained 
students of the law, and somewhere they must 
be trained.” 

In setting out to train such a group, Johns 
Hopkins is attempting to do for the law what 
it has done for medicine. Its accomplishment 
in and contribution to the latter field is.well 
known. The Hopkins’ Medical Center, started 
by four physicians, has since grown to a large 
institution with magnificent equipment and a 
$40,000,000 endowment. The Institute for the 
Study of Law, similarly, starts with but four 
professors and without endowment, but in 
time it should grow to equal in size and im- 
portance the Medical Center.

THE GOLD BALANCE. 


After having served as a financial vortex 
into which an unprecedented amount of the 
world’s gold has been drawn, the United States 
is now witnessing the first substantial in- 
fluence operative to restore the balance of the 
precious metal. With all respect for the fal- 
lacies underlying the old mercantilist prin- 
ciple that the most prosperous country is that 
which possesses the largest stock of the pre- 
cious metals, it remains true today that there’ 
is no better gage of the volume of transac- 


| tions of a country than its gold holdings or its 


trade balances against other countries. The 


United States, for determinate postwar regsouss} 
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in the markets of the ‘world, opening up the | 


gold and silver mines of its American colonies. 

Looked back upon by economists in future 
years, this period will be regarded as infinitely 
rich in the value and fruitfulness of the finan- 
cia] studies which it presents, and in no other 
respect will it be more attractive to students 
of the subject than in regard to that reduc- 
tion of the gold holdings of América by $589.- 
000,000, which is noted by. the Federal Re- 
serve Board for the year closed June 39. 
This summary shows that the reduction of 
American gold holdings by that sum matches 
almost precisely the amount redistributed by 
the European countries which have been en- 
gaged in rehabilitating their monetary organi- 
zations. 

Restoration of the gold standard in several 
of the leading countries is rated as an eco- 
nomic development of far-reaching conse- 
quence. It is of more importance to this 
country to see Europe getting back to normal 
and developing the stability of finance which 
lies behind both credit and commerce than to 
maintain its preeminence in the possession of 
gold. This paramount position of the United 
States, however, is likely to continue a factor 
in the world’s business for many years to come.

OLD AMERICAN SONGS. 

With its division of music already enriched 
with one of the most valuable collections of 
manuscript music anywhere to be found, the 
Library of Congress is bent upon adding to 
its resources in a direction that will be found 


of popular interest and of priceless value in any 


history of indigenous music. It is not to be 
assumed, however, that in the anthology of 
American songs which the assistant division 
chief, Mr. R. W. Gordon, is seeking to bring 
together, all the songs will be truly indigenous. 
Some of the folk songs of the mountains of 
the South go back to Elizabethan England, 
while others sung by the early plainsmen and 
cattlemen found their origin in Ireland or 
Scotland; and among plaintive melodies which 
have infiltrated into American song may be 
discovered some of the ancient music of the 
Welsh. For the most part such folk music has 
undergone transformations that make it almost 
purely indigenous; in truth, ballads of the 
American people. | 

In addition to the harvest of such songs, 
the industries of the collectors will be directed 
toward the music which has sprung up on the 
prairies, along the portages, in the brakes, 
in the railroad and lumber camps, among sol- 
diers and sailors, and on plantations. From all 
such sources may be derived melodies that will 
enrich the newer American music, which seeks

FACING “DEPORTATION” 


Official Inquiry Recommends 
That Army of Jobless 
Leave Homeland. 


, 


London, July 23 (A.P.).—The break- 
ing of the home ties of at least 200,- 
000 of England’s army of unemployed 
is necessary if those men are to earn 
honest livings, said a report made pub- 


lic today by the industrial transference 
boasi. The investigators, instructed by 
the government to examing the whole 
subject, said that numbers of workers 
of the total number unemployed, can 
not hope to make both ends meet if 
they remain in their present domiciles. 

Transfer of many of these to other 
places within this country is advo- 
cated, but emigration is stressed as a 
better plan. Yet such is the condition 
of the workers, that they must have 
financial help in buying tickets and 
purchasing suitable clothing for their 
trips to new lands. 

Simplification of emigration pro- 
cedure and reduction in the costs of 
steamer passages also are recommended. 

The board believes that the British 
“heavy” industries, such as mining, 
weaving, steel manufacturing and rail- 
roading, can not provide for some time 
livings for their normal quota of wor- 
kers. It asserts that the men them- 
selves realize this and refutes any be- 
lief that the workers are unwilling to 
make the necessary effort toward im- 
proving the conditions of themselves 
and their families. 

As many workers as possible should 
be changed from depressed trade areas 
in England to places where there is a 
better chance for the man who is will- 
ing to work, said the board’s report. 
It added that the success of this meas- 
ure will depend on the realization by 
the unemployed of “the stark realities 
of the situktion” and the cooperation 
of employers and other private per- 
sons in fostering opportunities for 


employment.

TO ITALIA HERO'S VISIT 


Lack of Diplomatic ‘Relations 
With Soviet Given as Gov- 
erning Reason. 


(Associated Press.) - 


Moscow dispatches reporting the ac- 
ceptance of cn invitation to visit the 
United States by Prof. Samoilovich, 
head of the Russian rescue expedition 
aboard the Krassin, and the Russian 
pilot, Chukhnovsky, aroused little in- 
terest today among American Goverfi- 
ment officials. 

They have not been officially ad- 
vised of the proposed visit, the invita- 
tion having been extended by the 
Russo-American Chamber of Commerce 
in New York. They indicated, however, 
that since the United States has no 
diplomatic relations with Soviet Rus- 
sia, none of its officials could with 
propriety recetVe the two Russians 
should the promoters of theft trip con- 
template such a presentation. 

Even Government officials at New 
York, it was said, undoubtedly would 
refrain from taking paft in their re- 
ception, whether New York City offi- 
clals participated or not. 

Before embarking upon their voy- 
age to the United States the Russians 
will have to obtain visas of their Rus« 
sian passports ffom an American con- 
sular officer at some city in the coun- 
tries bordering Russia 

They also must satisfy the consul 
that they do not come within the pro- 
visions under which undesirable aliens 
are barred from the United States. 
Should they be successful in satisfy- 
ing the consul with their answers they 
might be granted the usual visitors’ 
visas for a stay of six months in this 
country.

INFLUENCE OF DIET ON TEETH 
DECAY. 7 
RS. BOYD AND DRAIN think 
that teeth decay because the 
diet is wrong, and that the way 
to prevent or cure this is by the use 
of a proper diet. The evidence which 
convinced them came from watching 
the mouths of diabetic children. While 
these children were on ordinary diets 
decay froceeded rapidly. As soon as 
the diets were properly adjusted decay 
stopped. No new cavities appeared and 
the dentine surrounding the old cavi- 
ties became firm. 

Childhood is the period of decay of 
teeth. As a rule, more cavities will 
form in one year in the teeth of a 
child than in any ten years of adult 
life. This is because nutrition is so im- 
portant in childhood, and so many 
children live close to the nutrition 
deadline. 

In their observation the cleanliness 
of the mouth, the care given the 
teeth, the formation of tartar, and the 
presence of calculi were of much less 
importance than nutrition in causing 
decay of teeth. 


In these cases the diabetes was not 
a factor of importance. These chil- 
dren being diabetic, had to be fed 
proprly, and to have their nutrition 
watched by experts. That was about 
all the diabetes had to do with the 
case. The ordinary diet given chil- 
dren contains too little fats, vitamins 
and minerals, and too much carbo- 
hydrates such as starches and sugars. 
The diets on which these children 
were fed contained more fat and less 
carbehydrates; more vitamins and 
more minerals. They got more of their 
energy from fats and less of it from 
sugar, breads, cereals and desserts. 

Cod liver oil, eggs, gravies and 
sauces, bacon, fat meats, all kinds of 
vegetables and fruits, and 
milk made up the ration.

CITY HEADS APPEAL 
TEACHERS PAY CASES

Writ of Error Asked in Litiga- 
tion Involving Adjustments 
Totaling $280,000. 


The District Commissioners yester- 
day asked the Court of Appeals for a 
writ of error to the municipal court 
in‘the five test cases which were won 
May 31 by public school teachers in a 
contest involving an adjustment of 
their salaries under a recent Act of 
Congress. This controversy involves 
425 teachers. The amount involved in 
all these cases is about $280,000. 

The law adjusting the teachers’ sal- 
aries went into effect about three 
years ago, but the Commissioners dis- 
agreed with the teachers as to the 
amounts due them. An association was 
formed to fight for the increases. After 
the Commissioners refused to agree 
with the teachers the latter appealed to 
J. Raymond McCarl, Comptroller Gen- 
eral, but he declined to interfere on the 
ground that he was interested only in 
overpayments of Government funds. 

Judge James A. Cobb, of the munici- 
pal court, heard arguments in the five 
test cases and awarded the teachers 
judgment against the District. Attor- 
ney Paul E. Lesh appeared for the 
teachers and he will oppose the plea of 
the Commissioners for the allowance of 
the writ of error.

HE Georgetown Athletic Club may 

win the section A unlimited title 

of the Capital City League with- 
out the formality of playing its closest 
rival, the Dreadnaughts, in the final 
game which might have created a 
triple tie in the series, according to 
latest developments in the league. 

The Georgetown-Dreadnaught contest, 
scheduled for next Sunday at the Ameri- 
Can League Park was to have been the 
final and deciding game of the series, 
but the refusal of the Alexandria Team 
to accept the financial terms of the 
contest may result in a forfeit and the 
summary award of the section A title 
to Georgetown. 

With a chance to defeat the George- 
town team and gain a tie for first 
place, the Dreadnaughts have indicated 
that they will not come to Washington 
for the game on a 60-40 percentage of 
the receipts but have asked that the 
contest be played in Alexandria. 

The Georgetown-Dreadnaught con- 
test, which shaped up as the crucial 
Bame of the series from the start of 
the season, occupies that status as a 
result of the fine performances of both 
teams. Georgetown, the defending 
champion, has lost but one game, 
while the Dreadnaught and St. Joseph’s 
Clubs have lost only two. A victory 
for the Dreadnaughts in the George- 
town game might have thrown the 
series into a triple tie and required a 
Play-off. 


Georgetown its standing on its 
rights in its refusal to play the 
game in Alexandria.

Although Arthur A. Heywood, the 
lecgue secretary, has not yet been offi- 
ela.y notified by the Dreadnaugchts 
that they will not go on with the game, 
he is prepared to forfeit the contest 
and the section A title to the George- 
town Team and may take such action 
today upon ascertaining the status of 
the game from the Dreadnaught man- 
agement. 

The Georgetown Team, 
beaten only by Chevy Chase in the 
section A series, will meet either the 
Ross Junior Order Nine or the Douglas

Fish 


HE more or less pessimistic view 

that this column has been forced 

to express on fishing conditions 
hereabout during the present season 
has an echo in many localities. Bal- 
timore anglers, who visit the bay in 
quite as large numbers as do those 
from the District, are about to admit 
that there is a real shortage of fish in 
Virginia and Maryland salt waters. 

The responsibility for the shortage 
is placed on the professional netters 
by the Baltimore sportsmen. One in- 
stance is cited by a guide, to show the 
shortage that exists, who declares that 
by this time in past years he has made 
50 trips to favorite spots in the bay 
with parties, but so far this season he 
hes made just three. 

It appears to be an almost undeni- 
able fact that the fish in nearby wa- 
ters are being depleted by the profes- 
sional fisherman and since there is 
no wise legislation to curb him, 
continues to ‘ 
ing the golden egg.” Anent this 
dition this column has received a com- 
munication from Charles M,. Kelley, 
505 Albee Building in which he round- 
ly scores “commercial fishermen.” 
letter follows: 


“There is nothing mysterious 
about the refusal of fish to bite in 
the waters of Chesapeske Bav, 
There are mighty few fish there to 
be caught. That is the answer to 
the tales of woe of thousands of 
anglers who have been trying their 
skill with indifferent success.
